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ABSTRACT 



The "Arizona Public Library Statistics, 1998-1999" is 
compiled from information supplied by the state's public libraries. The 
document is divided according to the following county groups: Apache, 

Cochise; Coconino, Gila; Graham, Greenlee, La Paz; Maricopa; Mohave, Navajo; 
Pima, Pinal; Santa Cruz, Yavapai; and Yuma. Within each of these sections, 
most or all of the following statistical tables ("Parts") are provided: (1) 

General Information; (2) Library Staff (FTE) ; (3) Volunteers; (4) Library 

Operating Income (By Source); (5) Library Operating Expenditures; (6) Library 
Collection in Physical Units; (7) Library Services Per Annum; (8) Children's 
Services; and (9) Selected Measures. Grand Totals for All Counties (Parts 1 
through 9) are provided in a separate section. In the final section, a copy 
of the Arizona Public Library Data Report form is provided, followed by 
tables showing 1997 HHS Poverty Guidelines and 1990 Census Estimates: County 
Income and Poverty Percent Below the Poverty Level .

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PART I - GENERAL INFORMATION 



This section provides information on the number of people served by the library and on public 
service outlets. Reported figures are as of the last day of the fiscal year. 

1. Number of registered borrowers? 1 

A registered borrower is a library user who has applied for and 
received an identification number or card from the public library 
which establishes the conditions under which the user may borrow 
materials. Figures are not reported unless the library has purged its 
file at least once within the last three years. If the library has 
household registration rather than or in addition to individual 
registration, the library has multiplied the number of households 
registered by the average number of persons in each household in the 
state which is currently 2.7. 

2. Number of central libraries? 2 

The single unit library, or the unit where the principal collections are 
kept and handled can also be called Main Library. Note: Not all 
administrative entities have a central library and some administrative 
entities have more than one central library. 

3. Number of branches? 3 

Branch libraries have all of the following: 1) separate quarters, 2) a 
permanent basic collection of books, 3) a permanent staff, and 4) a 
regular schedule for opening to the public. They are, however, 
administered from a central unit. In your system, these libraries may 
not be termed “branches”, nevertheless if they meet the definition, 
count them here. 

4. Number of bookmobiles? 4 

A bookmobile is a traveling branch library. It consists of at least all 
of the following: 1) a truck or van that carries an organized 
collection of library materials; 2) paid staff; and 3) regularly 
scheduled hours (bookmobile stops) for being open to the public. 

Note: Count the number of vehicles in use, not the number of stops 
the vehicle makes. 

5. Number of other public service outlets? 5 

A total of all other service outlets, that are not branches or 
bookmobiles. For example: deposit collections and collections in 
nursing homes, jails, hospitals, half-way houses, day care centers, 
kiosks, etc.

Operating expenditures are the current and recurrent costs necessary to support the provision of 
library services. Significant costs, especially benefits and salaries, that are paid by other taxing 
agencies (government agencies with the authority to levy taxes) “on behalf of’ the library may be 
included if the information is available to the reporting agency. Only such funds that are 
supported by expenditure documents (such as invoices, contracts, payroll records, etc.) at the 
point of disbursement should be included. Estimated costs are not reported.

23. Salaries And Wages 

This amount reflects the salaries and wages for all library staff for 
the fiscal year, including plant operation, security and maintenance 
staff, if paid from the library budget. It shows salaries and wages 
before deductions, but excludes "employee benefits."

24. Employee Benefits 

These are the benefits outside of salaries and wages paid and 
accruing to employees, (including plant operations, security, and 
maintenance staff), regardless of whether the benefits or equivalent 
cash options are available to all employees. Include amounts for 
direct paid employee benefits including Social Security, retirement, 
medical insurance, life insurance, guaranteed disability income

COLLECTION EXPENDITURES 

This includes all expenditures for materials purchased or leased for use by the public. It includes 
print materials, serials, microforms, machine-readable materials, audiovisual materials, etc. 



26. Print Materials $ 26 

Materials consisting primarily of words and usually produced by 
making an impression with ink on paper. Included in this category 
are materials that do not require magnification: books, bound 
periodicals, government documents, braille material, ephemeral print 
material, and the like. Exclude current serial subscriptions, 
microforms, a-v materials, etc. 



27. Current Serial Subscriptions $ 27 

Publications issued in successive parts, usually at regular intervals, 
and, as a rule, intended to be continued indefinitely. Serials include 
current periodicals (magazines), newspapers, annuals (reports, 
yearbooks, etc.) proceedings, and transactions of societies. 

28. Operating Expenditures for Library Materials in $ 28 

Electronic Format 

Report operating expenditures for materials considered part of the 
collection, whether purchased or leased, such as CD-ROMs, 
magnetic tapes, and magnetic discs, that are designed to be processed 
by a computer or similar machine. Examples are U.S. Census data 
tapes, locally-mounted databases, serials, and reference tools. Include 
operating expenditures for equipment when the cost is inseparably 
bundled into the price of the information service product. Exclude 
operating expenditures for library system software and 
microcomputer software used only by the library staff. Note: These 
expenditures should also be included in Total Operating 
Expenditures. If these expenditures are not currently kept separately 
by your library, please enter N/A here, and lump these costs into 
Number 29 below. 



29. Other Materials $ 29 

Includes all expenditures for materials not reported in previous three 
categories, for example; microforms, machine-readable materials, a- 
v materials, etc. 
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30. TOTAL COLLECTION EXPENDITURES (Add #26, #27, #28, & #29) 

Total of previous three categories. If a library is not able to provide 
details requested in these items but can provide a total figure, it is 
reported. 

OTHER EXPENDITURES 

31. Operating Expenditures for Electronic Access 

Report all operating expenditures from the library budget associated 
with access to electronic materials and services. Include computer 
hardware and software used to support library operations, whether 
purchased or leased, mainframe and micro-computer. Include 
expenditures for maintenance. Include expenditures for equipment 
used to run information service products when that expenditure can 
be separated from the price of the product. Report expenditures for 
services provided by national, regional, and local bibliographic 
utilities, networks, consortia and commercial services. Report all 
fees and usage costs associated with such services as OCLC 
FirstSearch or electronic document delivery. If these expenditures 
are not currently kept separately by your library, please enter N/A 
here, and lump these costs into Number 35 below. 

Note: These expenditures should also be included in Total Operating

32. Preservation 

Activities associated with maintaining library and archival materials 
for use either in their original form or in some other usable way, 
including but not limited to binding and rebinding, materials 
conversion, deacidification, lamination, and restoration. Salaries are 
not included. 

33. Plant Operations, Security, and Maintenance 

Activities concerned with keeping the physical plant open, safe, and 
ready for use. Includes cleaning, disinfecting, heating, lighting, 
communications, power, moving furniture, handling stores, caring 
for grounds, and other such housekeeping activities as are repeated 
somewhat regularly on a daily, weekly, monthly, or seasonal basis. 
Include minor repairs (e.g. broken windows). Includes contractual 
costs with outside firms, but does NOT include the salaries and 
benefits of plant operation, security, and maintenance staff, if paid 
from the library budget, since these are reported under "Staff 
Expenditures."

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34. Furniture and Equipment 

Includes expenditures for all furniture and equipment purchased 
during the fiscal year if they are not considered capital expenditures. 
May include microform equipment, audiovisual equipment and 
computer related equipment. Note : Local accounting practices 
determine whether a specific item is a capital expense or an 
operating expense regardless of examples in the definitions. 

35. Other Operating Expenditures 

Include all expenditures other than those given previously.

38. CAPITAL OUTLAY $ 38 

Funds for the acquisition of or additions to fixed assets such as 
building sites, new buildings and building additions, new equipment 
(including major computer installations), initial book stock, 
furnishings for new or expanded buildings, and new vehicles. Bond 
funds used for these purposes should also be reported in this 
category. This excludes replacement and repair of existing 
furnishings and equipment, regular purchase of materials, and 
investments for capital appreciation. Note : Local accounting 
practices determine whether a specific item is a capital expense or an 
operating expense regardless of examples in the definitions.

PART VII ■ LIBRARY COLLECTION (Held at End of Fiscal Year) 



Note: Unless otherwise indicated, reports for each item are the physical units held at the end of the 
year. Physical units are items which are packaged together as a unit, e.g., two compact discs or two 
video cassettes, and are generally checked out as a unit, should be counted as one physical unit. 
Libraries report the number of units owned, both cataloged and uncataloged. If physical units data is 
not available, you may substitute titles held. 

Physical Units 

43. Books / Serial volumes 43 

'Nonperiodical printed publications bound in hard or soft covers, or 
in loose-leaf format. Publications issued in successive parts, usually 
at regular intervals, and as a rule, intended to be continued 
indefinitely. Serials include periodicals (magazines), newspapers, 
annuals (reports, yearbooks, etc.), proceedings, and transactions of 
societies. Except for the current volume, unbound serials are counted 
when the library has at least half of the issues in a publisher's 
volume. Government Documents may be added here, whether in a 
separate collection or not. 

44. Audio Materials 44 

A generic term for materials on which sounds (only) are stored 
(recorded) and that can be reproduced (played back) mechanically or 
electronically, or both. This includes audiocassettes, audiocartridges, 
audiodiscs, audioreels, talking books, and other sound recordings. 

45. Video Materials 45 

A generic term for materials on which pictures, sound, or both are 
recorded. Electronic playback reproduces pictures, sounds or both 
using a television receiver or monitor. 
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46. Materials In Electronic Format

Report the number of physical units- such as CD-ROMs, magnetic 
tapes and magnetic disks that are designed to be processed by a 
computer. Examples are U.S. Census data tapes, locally-mounted 
databases, reference tools, and serials on CD-ROM, tape, or floppy 
disk. Exclude bibliographic records used to manage the collection, 
library system software, and microcomputer software used only by 
the library staff. 

47. Other Library Materials 47 

Includes all materials not already reported. 

48. Current Serial Subscriptions 48 

This refers to the arrangements by which, in return for a sum paid in 
advance, periodicals, newspapers, or other serials are provided for a 
specified number of issues. These are print and microfilm 
subscriptions only; not electronic or digital subscriptions. Note: 

Count print subscriptions purchased from the library’s budget and 
those donated to the library as gifts. Count titles, including 
duplicates, not individual issues. Include the total number of 
subscriptions for all outlets. 



PART VIII - LIBRARY SERVICES TOTALS FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 



Reported as an Annual Figure 

49. Public Service Hours, Annual 49 

This is the sum of annual public service hours for outlets. Note: 

Include the hours open for public service for centrals , branches, 
bookmobiles, and books-by mail only. For each bookmobile, count 
only the hours during which the bookmobile is open to the public. 

For Administrative Entities that offer ONLY books-by mail service, 
count hours that the outlet is staffed for service. Minor variations in 
scheduled public service hours need not be included, however 
extensive hours closed to the public due to natural disasters or other 
events should be excluded even if the staff is scheduled to work. 

Count both central library and branches using the following method. 

If the central library is open 60 hours per week (60 times 52 weeks = 

3120), less 5 days of 10 hours each closed for holidays, the main 
library total is 3120 less 50 = 3070 hours. If 3 branch libraries are 
also open the same number of hours as the main library (regardless 
of whether or not all facilities are open at the same time), the 



annual aggregate for the library is 4 times 3070 = 12,280 hours. 
Includes bookmobiles if appropriate. 

50. Total Attendance In Library Per Year 

This is the total number of persons entering the library for whatever 
purpose during the year. Note: If an actual count of visits is 
unavailable, determine an estimate by counting visits during a typical 
week (October is suggested) and multiplying the count by 52. A 
“typical week” is a time that is neither unusually busy nor unusually 
slow. Avoid holiday times, vacation periods for key staff, or days 
when unusual events are taking place in the community or the 
library. Choose a week in which the library is open its regular hours. 
Include seven consecutive calendar days, from Sunday through 
Saturday (or whenever the library is usually open). 

51. Total Reference Transactions Per Annum 

The total reference transactions per year, whether completed or not. 
Definition: A “reference transaction” is an information contact which 
involves the knowledge, use, recommendations, interpretation, or 
instruction in the use of one or more information sources by a 
member of the library staff. It includes information and referral 
services. Information sources include printed and non-printed 
materials, machine-readable databases, catalogs and other holdings 
records, and, through communication or referral, other libraries and 
institutions and people inside and outside the library. The request 
may come in person, by phone, by fax, mail, or by electronic-mail 
from an adult, a young adult, dr a child. 

Do not count directional transactions or questions of rules or 
policies. Examples of directional transactions are “Where are the 
children’s books?” and “I’m looking for a book with the call number 
811.2G.” An example of a question of rules or policies is “Are you 
open until 9:00 tonight?” 

Note: If count of reference transactions is unavailable, determine an 
estimate by counting reference transactions during a typical week. A 
typical week is a week in which the library is open its regular hours, 
containing no holidays. It is seven consecutive calendar days, from 
Sunday through Saturday, or whatever days the library is open during 
that period. 

52. The total reference transactions completed per Annum. 

53. Total Circulation Transactions 

A "circulation transaction" is the act of lending an item from the 
library's collection for use generally (although not always) outside 
the library. This activity includes charging, either manually or 



electronically, and also renewals, each of which is reported as a 
circulation transaction. In house use is not reported. Note: Count all 
materials in all formats that are charged out for use outside the 
library. Interlibrary loan transactions included are only items 
borrowed for users. Do not include items checked out to another 
library. 

54. Number of programs done by the library for all age groups. 54 

An information contact in which a staff member or person invited by 
a staff member provides information intended for a number of 
persons and planned in advance. Information service to groups may 
be either bibliographic instruction or library use presentations, or it 
may be cultural, recreational, or educational programs or 
presentations. Children's programs are also counted in this category. 

Programs or presentations both on and off the library, premises are 
included, as long as they are sponsored by the library. Not included 
are meetings sponsored by other groups using library meeting rooms. 

55. Number of persons attending these programs. 55

Electronic Technology 

62. Does your library provide access to electronic services? 

These are electronic services provided due to subscription, lease, 
license, consortial membership or agreement. Include full-text serial 
subscriptions and electronic databases received by the library or an 
organization associated with the library. 

63. Does the public library have access to the Internet? 

The Internet is the collection of networks that connects government, 
university, and commercial agencies (e.g., NSFNET, WestNet, etc.) 
and is unified by the use of a single protocol suite, TCP/IP. Report 
the library as providing Internet access only if one or more of the 
following services are accessible: telnet, gopher, file transfer 
protocol (FTP), or community network. DO NOT report a library 
that has access to electronic mail only. 

64. Number of Internet terminals in your library? 

Number of computer terminals (PC, ‘dumb terminal’, etc.) in the 
library that are used to connect to the Internet (text only, graphical, 
etc.).

Items of library material, or copies of the material, which are made 
available by one library to another upon request.

LIBRARY MATERIALS PER CAPITA - The total number of physical units owned of ALL TYPES 
of library materials divided by the legal service area population. 

BOOKS PER CAPITA - The number of physical units owned of books, bound serials, and 
government documents divided by the legal service area population.
